And Hts MPateſtie being graciouſly, and pꝛouidently carefull to pꝛeuent ſuch grienances, which 
may in this Journey happen to Hts louing Sabieets, doth likewiſe hereby ſtraightly charge and 
command, that none of His Maieſties Seruants, noꝛthe ſeruants of any Nobleman, oz others 
whatloeuer, ſhalltn the ſaid Journey, pꝛelume to take any Cart oz Carts, but ſuch as ſhall be de⸗ 
uuered vutohim oꝛ them, by ſomeone of His Mateſttes Cart-takers, oz their Deputies, 

Andlaſtly, His Maleſties further will and pleaſure is, That this His Royall Pꝛoclamation, 
and the directions hereby giuen and commanded, ſhall likewiſe continue, and remaine in foꝛte foꝛ 
His Mateſties ſeruite, andthe good of His Subiects, in all other His Mateſties future Journeys, 
and P2otreſſes whatſoeuer. The due obſeruing whereof, His Mateſtie expecteth from all His 
loutng Sudiects, as they tender His pleaſure, and will auoid the contrary at their perils,
